Terms  of  Sale> 

1.  All  bids  to  be  b}^  the  lot,  irrespectiv  of  the  number  of  pieces  in  a 
lot.  Bids  below  $1  must  be  in  multiples  of  5c,  and  above  SI,  multiples  of 
10c.  A bid  of  67c  will  be  construed  as  65c,  and  a bid  of  Sl.8^,  as  Si. 80,  etc. 

2.  Regular  patrons  may  have  their  goods  forwarded  to  them  only 
on  the  distinct  understanding  that  they  will  send  immediate  pajunent. 
Auction  sales  are  spot  cash  and  no  time  allowances  or  credit  can  be 
permitted  under  any  circumstances,  the  owner  of  the  coins  expecting 
prompt  payment.  Strangers  must  send  satisfactoi'3^  references.
